Transfer of administration of na- 


tional parks and monuments, includ- 
ing Gettysburg, from the War Depart- 
ment to the Depai-tment of Interior at 
Washington is indicated by informa- 
tion from the War Department that 
Secretary of War Davis had indi- 
cated willingness to join in a recom- 
mendation to Congress for this, with 
the exception of those situated over- 
seas ar.d located on active military 
reservations. 
The recommendations 


also do not include national ceme- 
teries. 


Put All Under One Head 


In connection with the recommenda- 


tions. Secretary Davis concurs in 
views expressed by the late John W. 
Weeks, former wsr secretary, that the 
War Department has little to do with 
actual management of national parks 
that could not bo donr- equally well 
by another department; that if all 
parks and memorials under federal 
control were under one department, 
there would be many adrninibU'afc've 
advantages; that there are no special 
reasons, other than sentimental, why 
the National Military Parks Commis- 
sion should be kept under the War 
Department, and that it is logical ail 
paik activities should be under one 
control 


If Iho transfer is made, it i? rot 


expected that there would be any 
change in local administration of the 
national parks', but that staffs such as 
those at Gettysburg would also be 
transferred intact. 
It is also under- 


stood that there would be no noiicc- 
able change in policy or ?y«tcm of ad- 
ministration.

THE ARTISTIC LIFE

HAVE read much on art. 
I have listened much to those who spoke of 


the artist in this line and that. But I am always left in mystery. What 


is art? What is an artist? 


Flaubei-t, a French writer, considered by the test of time and the 


opinion of very intelligent people as a real artist, may be listened to as 
one speaking with authority. He says: 
"The artist should be in his 


work like God in creation, invisible and all-powerful; he should be felt 


_ everywhere and seen nowhei-e " Flaubert says much more along this line, 
but this one sentence is the easiest understood. 


From this great man we are able to sense a little of what the artist 


>s—a somebody, powerful, vital, moving, full of effect, dominating, yet si- 
lent and unseen, though felt. 


The other evening I attended the theatre and witnessed a play woven 


about a Biblical character. To me it seemed dull and meaningless. And 
the audience seemed to think as one in this respect. But as.the curtain 
rose for the second act so s>irnply and superbly had the art of the scenic 
designer been done that the entire audience broke "into spontaneous ap- 
plause—before a word had been spoken by any actor.

THE ARTISTIC LIFE 
I 
RAVE read much on art. 
I have listened much to those who spoke of 
the artist in this line and that. But I am always left in mystery. 
What 
is art? 
W hat is an artist? 
Flaubert, a French writer, considered by the tc*st of time and the 
opinion of very intelligent people a- a real artist, may be listened to as 
one speaking with authority. 
He says: 
"The artist should 
be in 
his 
work like God in creation, invisible and all-powerful; he should be 
felt 
•veiywhere and seen nowhere.” 
Flaubert says much more along this line, 
but this one sentence is the easiest understood. 
From this great man we are able to sense a little of what the* artist 
—a somebody, powerful, vital, moving, full of effect, dominating, yet si­ 
lent and unseen, though felt. 
The other evening I attended the theatre and witnessed a play woven 
about a Biblical character, 
To me it seemed dull and meaningless. 
And 
the* audience seemed to think as one in this respect. 
But as the curtain 
rot* for the second act so simply an i superbly had the art of the scenic 
designer been done- that the entire audience broke ‘into spontaneous ap­ 
plause—before a word had been spoken by any actor, 
H**re was given a tribute to the genius of an artist. His work had been 
felt. 
Some one has truly said that the problem of the artist is to conceal 
art. 
One thing is always evident in the consideration of art, and that is 
that it is the most difficult thing in the world to define. 
Even greatness may be an ait. 
A w riter says of Woodrow Wilson that he spent 54 years in prepare- 
tion for his life work, or perhaps we may best say. in working toward 
the culmination of his highest ideals f ir service to mankind. Then he took 
ten years to live*—and three years in which to die! 
But there is something in the very mention or thought of the name of 
this great man which inspires respect, admiration, and even idolatry'. 
Not to the man himself who was but fiesh and blood, “even as you and I,” 
but to the artist in public service. 
Behind a1! art is a divine surrender to purpose, and wound about it, in 
a manner as intricate as the weavings of the silk worm, there is a hidden 
story o f sacrifice, privation, smother d love and a hungered heart.
